Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Gravesend  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1958. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  is  now  46,660.  855  Live 

births  were  registered,  the  birth  rate  was  17.77  compared  with  16.39  for  last  year.. 
The  death  rate  was  11.74,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  30.41. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  Gravesend  in  having  a number  of  voluntary 
organisations  doing  valuable  and  much  needed  work.  There  is,  for  example,  the 
Gravesend  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  the  Social  Club  for  the  Hard  of 
Hearing,  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee,  and  the  Moral  Welfare  Council. 
A short  note  on  some  of  these  Societies  will  be  found  on  page  16  of  this  report. 

It  is  fitting  here,  also,  to  refer  to  the  sudden  death  of  our  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  J.  E.  Baker,  whose  invaluable  services  for  47  years  are  so  well  known 
to  members  of  the  Council  and  the  general  public. 

In  conclusion,  may  1 express  to  the  Chairman  and  to  every  member  of  the 
Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  the  keen  interest  they  have  always  shown 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  for  their  unfailing  support  throughout 
the  year.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to  my  staff  for  their  continued  enthusiasm  and 
co-operation.

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  administrative  arrangements 
for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  passed  from  the  Borough  Council 
to  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Notification  of  Births. 

Notification  of  births  are  sent  direct  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  Maidstone. 

The  number  of  live  and  still  births  occurring  in  Gravesend  during  the  year  was 
812.  After  correction  for  those  whose  usual  residence  is  elsewhere  (i.e.,  120  trans- 
ferred “out”  and  185  transferred  “in”)  the  number  properly  belonging  to  the  Borough 
was  877  (855  live  births  and  22  still  births)  compared  with  821  in  the  previous  year.

Ante-Natal  clinics  are  held  once  a week  at  Windmill  Street  and  Whitehill  Welfare 
Centres  and  once  a fortnight  at  “ The  Nest  ” Welfare  Centre.  A lady  doctor  is  in 
attendance  at  each  session. 

In  all,  243  expectant  mothers  attended  the  clinics.  The  total  attendances  for 
the  year  were  498. 

Women’s  Welfare  Clinic. 

Married  women  requiring  advice  are  referred  to  the  Gynaecological  Clinic  at 
Gravesend  and  North  Kent  Hospital,  by  their  private  medical  practitioners.  This 
clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  4 p.m.

Moral  Welfare. 

The  Gravesend  branch  of  the  Rochester  Diocesan  Council  for  Moral  Welfare 
has  continued  its  important  work  in  helping  young  people  in  trouble,  loneliness  or 
moral  danger.  They  have  a concern  for  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child,  and 
for  parents  in  perplexity.  Temporary  shelter  was  given  to  women  and  girls  in 
immediate  need. 

This  is  a work  which  deserves  more  interest  and  support  than  it  is  at  present 
receiving. 


Welfare  of  Old  People. 

The  Gravesend  and  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  have  always 
realised  the  value  of  home  visiting.  They  have  found  that  much  can  be  done  to 
relieve  the  loneliness  of  old  people  and  to  help  them  maintain  a brighter  outlook. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  case  of  many  who  rarely  feel  well  enough  to  go  out  by 
themselves.  The  home  visitors  also  make  recommendations  in  regard  to  coach 
outings.  A large  number  of  old  people  from  Gravesend  and  District  have  enjoyed 
visits  to  the  seaside  and  the  country. 


The  Gravesend  and  District  Social  Club  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing. 

The  work  of  this  organisation  continues  to  increase  in  usefulness.  The 
programme  is  very  varied  and  a most  interesting  development  has  been  the  mime 
group  which  gives  an  opportunity  for  participation  in  creative  activity  which  is  of 
the  greatest  value  to  its  members.  The  Handicrafts  exhibition  showed  a wide  range 
of  skills  and  the  Christmas  party  again  proved  a most  happy  event. 
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Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention. 
(Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act.  1948.  and  Amendment  Act,  1951). 

We  have  found  that  most  patients  in  need  of  care  and  attention  can  be  persuaded 
to  go  to  an  institution.  Unfortunately,  however,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  a 
Magistrate’s  Order  under  the  Amendment  Act  in  the  case  of  a male  patient  aged  77.

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Corporation  Bathing  Pool. 


The  Open-air  Bathing  Pool  opened  in  1938  has  accommodation  for  1,200 
bathers.  The  main  pool  is  150  feet  long  by  75  feet  wide  and  has  two  shallow  areas 
and  a diving  pit.  The  400,000  gallons  of  water  in  the  pool  are  filtered,  aerated 
and  sterilised.  Wide  surrounds  and  large  areas  are  provided  for  sun-bathing,  whilst  a 
spectators’  terrace  surrounds  the  site.  On  the  first  floor  of  the  building  a Cafe  and 
Spectators’  Gallery  is  provided,  affording  a splendid  view  of  the  whole  site.  There 
is  also  a Children’s  Paddling  Pool,  50  feet  by  50  feet,  with  its  own  surround,  separated 
from  the  main  pool  by  a terrace.

ADMINISTRATION  OF  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


The  Council  has  the  duty  to  enforce  certain  provisions  of  Parts  I,  IV  and  VIII 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937.

(2)  Notification  of  name  and  place  of  employment  of  any  home  worker  employed 
outside  the  Borough  to  the  Council  in  whose  district  his  employment  is 
situated. 

(3)  Inspection  of  premises  in  which  the  outworker  pursues  his  occupation.

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  this  work  but  the  actual  emptying 
of  cesspools  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Department  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s 
Department,  a combined  road  gully  and  cesspool  emptying  machine  being  used 
for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year,  11,965  tons  of  sewage  were  removed,  requiring  1019  emptyings, 
compared  with  11,900  tons  requiring  919  emptyings  during  the  previous  year. 

Pail  Closets  are  still  used  at  ten  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough. 

HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

(a)  Collection. 

Refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  13,267  tons,  compared  with 
13,463  tons  the  previous  year,  these  amounts  being  ascertained  by  test  weighing. 

(b)  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  a disused  chalk 
pit  in  Vale  Road.  Northfleet  and  is  operated  by  the  Northfleet  Urban  District  Council. 

It  is  used  jointly  by  Gravesend  and  Northfleet  and  the  operating  costs  are  borne 
by  each  authority  on  a proportionate  basis,  according  to  population.
